The reverse is very well struck and well centered with a 
noticeable curving die crack from the L to the D of ENGLAND. Rich steel- 
gray patina overall with bright underlying surfaces. Listed on page 18 of the 
1999 "Guide Book." This is one of the finest examples certified by PCGS.

Speckled 
golden-brown and blue toning covers each side of this well struck half.

Loti 23 WITHDRAWN 

Lotl25 1878 7/8TF Strong MS 65 NGC. A colorfully toned example of 
this popular, first-year Morgan variety. Gray centers fade to olive-green 
colors at the borders. 

Lotl26 1879-CC MS 63 NGC. A hint of border toning shows on the 
obverse as do a few mmor contact marks Well defined, a select specimen. 
Lotl27 1879-CC MS 64 PCGS. Well defined with rather deep steel- 
violet patina over both sides. One dark toning spot is noted above Liberty's 
ear. Popular, conditionally elusive issue. 


_ Lotl28 1879-CC Capped Die MS 63 NGC. A lustrous and lightly toned 

example of this scarce Carson City issue. The Capped Die refers to the mint 
mark that was a larger CC repunched over a smaller CC. Severe die rust 
accumulated at the mintmark position. A few scattered marks show on the 
obverse, but none are overly distracting. 

_ Lotl29 1879-CC Capped Die MS 63 PCGS. Original tonmg shades of 

ruset and rose decorate each side. A typical amount of small contact marks 
limit the grade. 

_ Lotl30 1879-CC Capped Die MS 64 NGC. One of the nicest examples 

of this variety we've seen, the Capped Die version of the 1879-CC is actually 
even more of a condition rarity than the regular dies issue, with specimens 
grading MS 60 to MS 62 being ty pical uncirculated grades. This piece is 
satiny and almost snowv-white in appearance, with a few obverse surface 
marks. A great item for the Morgan dollar specialist. 

_ Lotl31 1879-0 MS 63 NGC. Well defined and untoned, several luster 

grazes on the obverse limit the grade. 

_ Lotl32 1881 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck and brilliant with sparkling, 

satiny surfaces. 

_ Lotl33 1882-0 MS 65 NGC. Brilliant, frosty, and very well struck with 

excellent definition in the centers. 

_ Lotl34 1882-O/S MS 63 PCGS. Traces of light opaque toning rests atop 

uniformly brilliant surfaces.

Loti 74 1893-0 MS 64 PCGS. Light golden rim toning with very nice 

surfaces and pleasant overall look. Key date com that is exceptionally diffi¬ 
cult to locate in this grade. 

Lotl75 1894 MS 64 PCGS. Both sides are draped in natural gray-gold 
toning, with full underlying mint brilliance. A much above-average example 
of this elusive, low-mintage Morgan. 

Loti 76 1894-0 MS 63 NGC. Typically soft in the centers, with booming 

luster and pure white surfaces. 

Lotl77 1894-0 MS 64 NGC. Virtually untoned and highly lustrous, but 
softly struck (as usual), in the centers.

Loti88 1898-S MS 64 PCGS. Some mottled, gold-orange toning. 

Loti89 1900 MS 66 NGC. Colorful, original toning has gathered over

Lotl90 1901-S MS 64 NGC. Light, even, original toning over both sides 
and a well struck coin as well. A couple of small abrasions limit the grade.

Lotl96 1921-S MS 64 NGC. Some splotchy color spots. 

Lotl97 1921-S MS 64 NGC. Essentially untoned and pleasing overall. 

PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

Lotl98 1881 PR 63 PCGS. Flashy and lustrous with some light periph¬ 
eral toning. 

Lotl99 1882 PR 65 PCGS. A splendid example of this popular proof 
date. The fully frosted devices lend a nice cameo appearance to a coin that 
has a beauty even without that effect. Razor sharp throughout, rich original 
color adorns the borders. From an original mintage of only 1,100 pieces. 
Lot200 1883 PR 66 NGC. The bright, reflective fields still shine and 
flash forcefully through the rich, deep layers of rose, cobalt-blue, and steel- 
gray colors. A beautifully toned example of a gem proof Morgan.

Lot216 1916 McKinley MS 64 NGC. Blazing luster with near gem sur¬ 
faces on this early issue. Excellent eye appeal coin! 

Lot217 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Mark-free fields are 
nicely lustrous. A few copper colored alloy spots limit the grade. 

GOLD DOLLARS 

Lot218 1856 MS 63 NGC. Slanting 5. Well struck and bright with a few 
small, scattered marks. 

LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

Lot219 1854 MS 61 PCGS. Sharply struck (except on the eagle's leg) 
with complete mint luster and light reddish color. 

Lot220 1858 AU 58 NGC. Scarcer than the mintage of 47,377 pieces 
would suggest, the fields are semi-prooflike and show some slight scuffiness. 
Lot221 1877-S AU 58 NGC. Well struck with much of the mmt luster 
remaining and showing one mark on the obverse. 

INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

Lot222 1914-D MS 64 NGC. One of the key dates in this short-lived 
series, and a pleasing near gem specimen. Very flashy and minimally 
abraded for the grade. 

PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

Lot223 1886 PR 64 IGC. A glittering, two-toned specimen with needle 
sharp definition in all areas. There is no repunching of the 1 in date and a 
lack of polish within the stripes of the eagle's shield, both diagnostics used 
to distinguish proofs from prooflike business strikes. One of just 88 pieces 
struck in this low mintage year for quarter eagles, with perhaps fewer than 
two dozen coins extant in choice and better condition. 

LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

Lot224 1858-S AU 58 NGC. One of the finest examples of this difficult 
S-mint and an issue that becomes a significant condition rarity above XF. 
This piece is tinged in orange patina (although not very deep) and shows a 
few moderate abrasions. A considerable amount of luster remains. No '58-S 
half eagles are known to better this lustrous specimen that is currently tied 
with two other AU 58 specimens. 

Lot225 1878 MS 61 NGC. Well struck with prooflike fields and numer¬ 
ous small abrasions. 

Lot226 1878-S MS 63 PCGS. Very rare and underrated in this condition 
or better. This date tends to be overlooked by collectors who assume it to be 
a common date. In grades below MS 63, this date is not too difficult to ac¬ 
quire, but at this level, only a handful compare, making this coin a full 
fledged condition rarity . The coin has superb original, lustrous surfaces that 
arc remarkably clean for the grade. A rich combination of reddish-orange 
and green-gold patina decorate each side. 

Lot227 1882-S MS 63 NGC. Very attractive with pink and green-golden 
luster. 

Lot228 1885-S MS 65 NGC. Boldly detailed with orange tinted surfaces 
shading to green-gold at the borders and strong underlying mint frost. A 
clean and attractive, upper-end. conditionally scarce coin. 

Lot229 1892 MS 63 NGC. Colorful, soft patina, a few small obverse 
marks limit the grade. 

Lot230 1903-S MS 66 NGC. Smooth, virtually unblemished surfaces 
with soft, glowing satiny luster. Fully struck except on a couple of stars, this 
is an unqualified gem gold com. 

Lot231 1905 MS 63 NGC. Well struck with a bright vellow-gold 
appearance. 

Lot232 1906 MS 63 NGC. Rich gold color with velvety surfaces. A per¬ 
fect choice for a quality type Liberty five. 

INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

Lot233 1909-S MS 64 NGC. Very sharply struck with exceptional sur¬ 
faces. The coin has appealling, mellow orange-gold color. This is a difficult 
coin to acquire in as beautiful condition as this example. In fact, finding a 
better quality specimen is nearly impossible. The '09-S is among the top four 
or five rarest dates m the Indian Head Half Eagle senes, with Akers estimat¬ 
ing that no more than 20 pieces exist in MS 64 or better condition. Here is a 
rare opportunity for the Twentieth Century gold coin specialist. 


_ Lot234 1910-D MS 66 PCGS. A gem ten Indian with clean, satiny, lus¬ 
trous surfaces. This infrequently seen Denver issue is slightly scarcer than a 
common date. Boldly struck with none of the often-seen alloy spots. 

_ Lot235 1912-S MS 64 PCGS. A difficult date to find in high grade, this 

is one of the finest examples known of this rare issue. Akers ranked the '12-S 
as a high R.7 in MS 64 condition This example is very pleasing with satiny 
mint luster and only a tiny mark on the Indian's jaw. Pleasing orange-golden 
surfaces. 

LIBERTY EAGLES 

_ Lot236 1881-S MS 62 NGC. Quite lustrous with scattered field marks 

over both sides. 

_ Lot237 1881-S MS 63 PCGS. Non existant m higher grades, this piece 

shows bright, yellow-gold patina and rather typical surfaces for a select ex¬ 
ample. Still, a conditionally rare piece. 

_ Lot238 1886-S MS 63 NGC. Boldly struck and lustrous with some light 

marks, but no copper spots or major blemishes. 

_ Lot239 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. An attractive coin with a bold strike. The 

luster is slightly subdued and there is an average number of small contact 
marks. 

_ Lot240 1889-S MS 63 PCGS. Nice eye appeal coin with a good strike 

and typical surfaces for the grade. 

_ Lot241 1892 MS 63 PCGS. Bright luster and almost devoid of tonmg. 

There are the normal marks expected of the grade. 

_ Lot242 1892-0 MS 61 PCGS. Well struck but baggy, particularly on 

Liberty’s cheek. A popular low mintage issue. 

- Lot243 1895 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny with only a few scattered marks. 

Although numerous lower grade uncirculated pieces have been certified, the 
population of the 1895 eagle falls off dramatically in MS 64 condition. 

- Lot244 1906-S MS 61 NGC. A slightly subdued, moderately abraded 

example of this conditionally elusive date. 

PROOF-liberty eagles 

-Lot245 1860 PR 64 NGC- Ex: Trompeter Collection. Mint records state 

that 50 proof coins were produced in 1860, but few of them lasted more than 
one year. Reports state that 30 specimens were sold in sets and the remaining 
specimens were melted in 1862, resulting in a net mintage of 30 pieces. 
Fewer than a dozen specimens are thought to be extant today, and only 5 
specimens have been seen by either PCGS and NGC. This specimen consti¬ 
tutes the second finest known example of this rare proof issue, and only a PR 
65 betters it. Each side is evenly toned a vivid orange color. Hairlines are 
noted on either side, but do very little to distract the viewer’s eyes from the 
superbly contracted cameo devices and smooth mirrored fields. Identifiable 
by a lint mark below the M in AMERICA. 

Ex: Atwater, lot 1438; Amon Carter, lot 762. 

- Lot246 1871 PR 63 Cameo NGC. Ex: Trompeter Collection. Another 

very rare proof With Motto ten, this one with an original mintage of only 30 
proofs, of which several were apparently melted as unsold at year's end. 
Akers believes that "proofs of this date are rarer than the mintage would 
indicate and thus are among the rarest of the With Motto type." It appears 
that today eight specimens are known, two of which are impounded, and two 
others impaired. Recognizable as the Garrett specimen by the backward 7- 
shaped lint mark above the first 1 in the date, a hairline scratch next to star 5. 
and a small planchet flake out of the field above the N in TEN on the re¬ 
verse. This is one of the finest of the small handful of 1871 proof tens that 
remain. The creamy, golden mint frost seems to float over the limitless black 
pools of reflectivity that account for the profound two-toned cameo contrast. 
A stunning coin and one that appears to have been rather severely graded by 
NGC. However, the resplendent surfaces an sharp definition make this a 
memorable proof ten regardless of the date or grade on the holder. Ex: Gar¬ 
rett Collection (Stack's, 3/76), lot 441; Hebbeard Collection, lot 382. 

- Lot247 1906 PR 66 NGC. A rare proof issue in which attrition has taken 

a heavy toll. Of the 77 proofs struck, only 25-30 are believed extant by Ak¬ 
ers, and 30-35 by Breen. This is really quite a lovely coin that exhibits heav¬ 
ily frosted devices atop deep mirrored fields. The surfaces are bright with a 
shimmering mirrored finish. There are a few inconsequential hairlines in the 
fields, but these are barely visible to the unaided eye and really have no im¬ 
pact on the overall attractiveness of the piece. This specimen is one of only 
two in PR 66 with no finer specimens known to exist. 











INDIAN EAGLES 

Lot248 1909 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck with rich orange 
toning and only a few small imperfections. Much scarcer in choice and better 
condition than the mmtage might indicate. 

Lot249 1915-S MS 64 PCGS. The 1915-S is one of the rarest S-mint ten 
Indians with high grade pieces such as this being very elusive and in great 
demand by collectors. The mintage of 59,000 pieces goes far toward explain¬ 
ing the rarity of this important issue. In high grades (MS 63 and better) the 
'15-S is a major condition rarity with such coins rated a High R.7 by David 
Akers. As always, this piece shows excellent luster characteristics. The sur¬ 
faces have a fine-grain matte-like texture with satiny mmt luster and a 
lovely, intermingled rose patina over both sides. Sharply struck, except at the 
front of the eagle’s wing. 

LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

Lot250 1853 AU 58 NGC. Just a little rub, or it would be worth thou¬ 
sands more. 

Lot251 1859-S AU 50 NGC. A slightly scarcer S-mint Type One that has 
good color and decent surfaces for a circulated coin. Nearly 50 percent luster 
still remains. 

Lot252 1861-S XF 45 PCGS.Most pleasing, with flashy luster 
Lot253 1864-S XF 45 NGC. This piece is softly struck on the highpoints 
and shows numerous abrasions peppered across both sides. 

Lot254 1878-S MS 61 NGC. Excellent luster with typical surfaces for 
the grade. Better date coin. 

Lot255 1882-CC AU 55 NGC. Moderately scarce as an issue, this is an 
especially attractive piece that displays bright, reflective fields and is light in 
color with a strong strike.

Lot256 1936 Albany MS 67 NGC. Attractive, Light toning. 

Lot257 1935-D Arkansas MS 67 NGC. An outstanding example of this 
conditionally rare commemorative. Original tonmg of moderate density over 
both sides. The faces are clean an»i£ troubled bv coin-to-coin contact. 
Lot258 1935-S Arkansas MS 65 PCGS. A mottled mix of violet, golden, 
and russet colors are seen on each side of this gem example. 

Lot259 1935-S Arkansas MS 66 NGC. Mottled toning with good luster 
and strictly graded surfaces. 

Lot260 1935-S Arkansas MS 67 NGC. Very original and attractively 
toned in shades of lilac, gold, and red. A pristine gem with immaculate sur¬ 
faces and excellent underlying luster. Conditionally rare. 

Lot261 1936-D Arkansas MS 65 PCGS. Originally toned with clean, 
lustrous surfaces. 

Lot262 1936-S Arkansas MS 66 NGC. Pastel-lilac color is seen on the 
obverse, some pale golden patina is on the reverse. 

Lot263 1937-S Arkansas MS 66 NGC. Original gray patina overall, the 
obverse exhibits some multicolored iridescence.
